1 . THE FOLLOWING ARE THE DAILY ACTIVITY REPORTS FROM THE 
BUREAUS. EA, EB AND PM DID NOT SUBMIT REPORTS. 

AF - WILLIAM E. SCHAUFELE, JR. 

MR. WATTSON, NAACP: DENTON WATTSON, AN ADMINISTRATIVE 
AID TO NAACP BOARD CHAIRMAN MARGARET BUSH WILSON 
CAME IN FOR A DISCUSSION OF OUR AFRICAN POLICY. HE 
SAID THE NAACP IS DETERMINED TO BECOME MORE ACTIVE 
IN AFRICAN MATTERS, "TO REVIVE A VIABLE POLICY ON 
AFRICA." I EXPLAINED THAT DESPITE ANY DIFFICULTIES 
WE INTEND TO MOVE AHEAD ON THE POLICIES AND PROGRAMS 
ENUNCIATED IN YOUR LUSAKA SPEECH. WATTSON WANTED TO 
KNOW WHAT THE NAACP COULD DO TO HELP. I EMPHASIZED 
THAT THE NAACP HAS "CLOUT IN TERMS OF PURE, PRAGMATIC 
POLITICAL STRENGTH" THAT COULD HELP OVERCOME OPPPOSITION 
TO OUR POLICY. 
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MR. NISHIDA AND MR. KURIYAMA, EMBASSY OF JAPAN: 
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MR. NISHIDA AND MR. KURIYAMA OF THE JAPANESE EMBASSY 
CAME TO DISCUSS OUR POLICY ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. AT 
THE END OF THE VISIT. WE DISCUSSED MY CONSULTATION 
IN TOYKO, ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED FOR JULY 21. MID-OCTOBER 
IS NOT CONVENIENT WITH THE JAPANESE DUE TO VISITS OF 
FOREIGN DIGNITARIES. WE AGREED TO CONSIDER A NOVEMBER 
DATE INSTEAD. 

DR. FRANCIS DENG: I HAD LUNCH WITH DR. DENG, SUDANESE 
MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS, WHO IS RETURNING TO 
KHARTOUM. 

NIGERIAN RECEPTION: I WILL BE ATTENDING A RECEPTION 
AT THE NIGERIAN EMBASSY FOR FOREIGN MINISTER GARBA 
THIS EVENING. 

ACTION ON CRITICAL ISSUES: NONE 
ARA - SHLAUDEMAN 

HONDURAS/SALVADOR TENSIONS - THE CENTRAL AMERICAN 
FOREIGN MINISTERS MET TODAY IN GUATEMALA. THEY HAVE 
ARRANGED FOR A CEASE-FIRE AND AN OAS-SUPER VISED WITH 
DRAWAL OF FORCES BY BOTH SIDES FROM THE DISPUTED TERRI- 
TORY. THE OAS 13TH MFM, WHICH IS CHARGED WITH THIS 
PROBLEM, WILL MEET FORMALLY TOMORROW TO CONSIDER THE 
REQUEST FOR ASSISTANCE. WE WILL PROBABLY BE ASKED TO 
PROVIDE A MILITARY OFFICER OR TWO TO THE OAS OBSERVER 
TEAM. BILL MAILLIARD, HEW RYAN AND I MET THIS AFTERNOON 
TO CONSIDER OUR POSITION. WE LL KEEP YOU INFORMED. 

ACTION MESSAGES ON CRITICAL ISSUES

EUR - ARTHUR A. HARTMAN 

CSCE: I HAD A BACKGROUND SESSION WITH MURRAY MARDER 
ON CSCE IMPLEMENTATION SINCE HELSINKI, USING THE TALKING 
POINTS YOU APPROVED. NO OTHER SUBJECTS CAME UP IN OUR 
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CONVERSATION. 

BORDER TELEVISION PROBLEMS WITH CANADA: CHARLES 
GOODELL AND OTHER LAWYERS REPRESENTING U.S. BORDER TV 
STATIONS CALLED ON DICK VINE TO DISCUSS THE STATUS OF 
TALKS WITH CANADA ON BORDER TELEVISION PROBLEMS. VINE 
TOLD GOODELL WE EXPECTED TO RENEW DISCUSSIONS WITH 
CANADA IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE- WE ARE DISCUSSING MID- 
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AUGUST DATES WITH CANADA-AND REVIEWED TACTICS AND INDUSTRY 
INTERESTS WITH THE LAWYERS. THE COMPANIES MADE CLEAR 
THEIR INTEREST IN SEEING EARLY MOVEMENT IN OUR BILATERAL 
TALKS, BUT APPEAR TO CONCUR IN OUR APPROACH. THEY WILL 
CONTINUE TO TRY TO CONTAIN UNILATERAL COMPANY ACTIONS 
WHILE NEGOTIATIONS WITH CANADA ARE UNDER WAY. 

CYPRUS: BRUCE LAINGEN TOOK AN OPPORTUNITY IN A TALK 
WITH AMBASSADOR DIMITRIOU TO FILL HIM IN ON THE KOREA 
PORTION OF YOUR SEATTLE SPEECH AND GIVE HIM OUR POSITION 
ON PUERTO RICO. DIMITRIOU WAS PREDICTABLY PESSIMISTIC 
ABOUT PROSPECTS FOR ANY REAL PROGRESS IN THE INTERCOMMUNAL 
TALKS. LAINGEN EMPHASIZED OUR CONCERN THAT WAYS BE FOUND 
TO KEEP THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS ALIVE AND THAT THE GOC 
KEEP THIS IN MIND IN ITS APPROACHES TO BOTH COLOMBO AND 
THE UNGA.

REPORT. 

H-AMB. MCCLOSKEY (7/30/76) 

1. HUMAN RIGHTS. 1) KOREA: ED DERWINSKI BRIEFED JENKINS 
TODAY ON HIS TRIP TO KOREA, JAPAN AND CHINA. HE REPORTED 
THAT HIS MEETING WITH PRESIDENT PARK HAD RUN FOR MORE THAN 
AN HOUR, WAS VERY CONSTRUCTIVE, AND THAT HE TOOK THE 
OPPORTUNITY TO EMPHASIZE TO PARK THAT U.S. CONGRESSIONAL 
CRITICS OF KOREA’S HUMAN RIGHTS PERFORMANCE COULD ONLY BE 
STOPPED NEXT YEAR IF HE, PRESIDENT PARK, ASSISTED BY 
REDUCING THE AMMUNITION AVAILABLE TO HIS CRITICIS. ED SAID 
PARK ACCEPTED THIS WELL AND INDICATED HE WOULD COOPERATE. 

2) LATIN AMERICA: AS FRASER ENTERS INTO HIS CURRENT ROUNDS 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS HEARINGS, FOCUSING PRINCIPALLY ON LATIN 
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AMERICAN COUNTRIES, WE HAVE FOUND MINORITY (REPUBLICAN) 
MEMBERS ONLY INFREQUENTLY TURNING UP FOR THE HEARINGS. 
DERWINSKI TOLD US THIS MORNING THAT HE WAS PREPARED TO ACT 
AS THE BALANCE TO FRASER, PARTICULARLY ON THE TOUGH CASES 
LIKE CHILE, BUT THAT HE COULD NOT CAST HIMSELF AS THE 
DEFENDER OF OPPRESSIVE REGIMES IN EVERY INSTANCE. HE 
SUGGESTED THAT WE GET BROOMFIELD TO CALL A MEETING OF 
REPUBLICAN SUBCOMMITTEE MEMBERS WHO ARE SYMPATHETIC IN 
ORDER TO DIVIDE UP THE LABOR ON THIS DIFFICULT ISSUE. WE 
WILL PURSUE THIS WITH BROOMFIELD. 

2. TURKISH DCA. WE APPRISED ED DERWINSKI TODAY ON THE 
STATUS OF THE TURKISH DCA IN THE SENATE. HE AGREED THAT 
WE SHOULD CONTINUE TO PROVIDE EVIDENCE TO THE TURKS THAT 
"WE ARE MOVING AHEAD." HE SAID IT WOULD BE A SERIOUS MIS- 
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TAKE, HOWEVER, TO ACCELERATE THIS MOVEMENT TO THE POINT 
WHERE WE SEEK FINAL CONGRESSIONAL APPROVAL OF THE TURKISH 
DCA BEFORE THE ELECTIONS. IN HIS JUDGMENT, WE WOULD LOSE 
SUCH A VOTE BEFORE THE ELECTIONS BUT SHOULD BE ABLE TO WIN 
IT WITHOUT MUCH TROUBLE LATER, NO MATTER WHO IS ELECTED. 

HE AGREED TO SUPPORT DOC MORGAN'S IDEA TO SEND A STAFF 
TEAM OUT TO PREPARE A REPORT AND EVEN TO SUPPORT PRE- 
LIMINARY HEARINGS BEFORE THE ELECTION. I HAD AN OPPORTUNI- 
TY TO TAKE UP THE TURKISH DCA WITH SPARKMAN ALSO WHEN I 
RAN INTO HIM ON THE HILL TODAY. HE AGREED IT WOULD BE 
WELL TO SCHEDULE AN SFRC HEARING AFTER THE REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION RECESS AND SUGGESTED I TALK TO CASE ABOUT IT 
AS WELL. 

3. CONFIRMATION HEARINGS. ON TUESDAY THE SFRC WILL HEAR 
AMBASSADORS-DESIGNATE IGNACIO LOZANO (EL SALVADOR) AND 
STEPHEN LOW (ZAMBIA) AND WILL CONSIDER THE NOMINATION OF 
AMBASSADOR-DESIGNATE NANCY RAWLS (USUN) WITHOUT HEARING HER 
THIS LEAVES THE MAGUIRE NOMINATION PENDING.

4. KENYA-F-5S. HARRINGTON TODAY INTRODUCED A RESOLUTION 
OF DISAPPROVAL OF THIS SALE. TENTATIVE COMMITTEE PLANS 
ARE TO REFER IT TO THE FASCELL SUBCOMMITTEE AND PROBABLY 
TO HOLD A HEARING MID-WEEK. FRIDAY, AUGUST 6 IS THE LAST 
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DAY FOR CONGRESSIONAL ACTION. HIRC STAFF FEEL IT DOES 
NOT POSE AN INSURMOUNTABLE THREAT. 

5. SRFC REPORT ON IRAN. THE HUMPHREY SUBCOMMITTEE HAS 
COMPLETED A STAFF REPORT ON MILITARY SALES TO IRAN WHICH 
IT WILL RELEASE ON MONDAY. THE REPORT IS GENERALLY 
BALANCED BUT QUESTIONS THE POLICY OF APPARENTLY UNLIMITED 
SALES OF MILITARY HARDWARE TO IRAN AND INCLUDES CRITICISMS 
OF DOD AND IRANIAN MANAGEMENT OF MILITARY SUPPLIES.
